Its three principal 
salesrooms traverse the whole depth of the 
united lots without a break or impediment 
in either, and are respectively precisely as 
long as Bunker Hili Monument is high—| 
namely, 220 feet.

FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. 
Washington Letter. 


Wastinerox, June 28, 1886. 

The scheme for a permanent Exposition 
in Washington seems to be making good 
progress and taking shape. One of the in- 
teresting things which came up at the last 
weekly meeting held in its behalf was the 
Statement that the project of celebrating 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 


America by Columbus had been discussed | 


in Spain for the last two years, and that 


she proposed to send a duplicate of the | 


orignal fleet which brought the adventurous 
mariners to these shores. 


President Cleveland promised to give his | 
influence to the enterprise by calling the | 


attention of Congress to the matter in his 
next annual address. The plan is being 
forwarded by private contributions, and it 
is thought that Congress will appropriate 
the needed money as soon as it is proven 
that there is a publie demand for it, since 
Members in both Houses have spoken 
favorably of the scheme. The Governors 
of States and Territories have been made 
ez officio members of the committee having 
charge of the proposed enterprise, and 
they will all be invited to a conference in 
this city about the time of the reassem- 
bling of Congress. 

When the history of the present admin 
istration is written, President Cleveland 
will be called the champion vetoer of the 
nineteenth century, or something similar. 
All week long Congress has been hearing 
from different ones of those hundreds of 
private pension bills which were passed 
with such reckless confusion several weeks 
ago. 

And yet the President can veto a bill 
much easier than Congress can passit. He 
has made a record of 76 vetoes since his 
inauguration, and indeed on one day of 
the past week he was so much eceupied in 
examining pension bills that he denied 
himself to all callers and even postponed 
the regular Cabinet meeting. It would 
seem that he is not averse to the exercise 
of his veto power either, for he allows a 
little grim humor to crop out now and 
then in his veto messages. For instance, 
in notifying Congress of his disapproval of 
4 bill to pension a man who claims that he 
was injured by being thrown forward on 
the horn of his saddle, he said: “ The 
numbers of such instances is so large as to 
indicate that those saddles were very danger- 
OUs COntrivVances,

been 109 veto messages sent to ongress by 
the Presidents. Washington sent two, 
Munroe and Lincoln one each, Buchanan 
aud Arthur four each, Tyler and Pierce 
nine each, Madison six, Jackson twelve, 
Folk three, Johnson seventeen, Grant 
twenty-nine, Hayes twelve, No bills were

All that world now understands by 
the word its democratic institu- 
tions, its breadth personal privilege, its

Hie is a native of Vermont, born at 
Midleburs, in the year 1524. His father 
was a man of mark, at one time a 
United States Senator. Mr. Phelps isa 
graduate of Middlebury College, after 
leaving which he followed the study of 
law His first practice was in New 
York, from whence he removed, in 1504, 
to Burlington, Vermont. Hehas been a 
remarkably successful lawyer, appear- 
ing in the courts of other States than his 
own, and often In the United States Su- 
preme Court. He was President of the 
American Bar Association two consecu- 
tive terms. When he received the ap- 
pointment he Is now filling, Mr. Phelps 
was Kent Professor of Law in Yale Col- 
lege. In this eminent seat of learning he 
not only lectured to the students of the 
Law School, but gave instruction on sub- 
jects of jurisprudence in the Uneologtcal 
an! academic departments. 

As a member of the Democratic party, 
resident in Vermont, Mr. Phelps had not 
the opportunity of oes Re ‘tical dis- 
tinction for himself. Iden prom- 
ised him the position of Minister to Lon- 
don in the event of his election to the 
Presidency. He ran for Governor of 
Vermont, in 1880, and was defeated, as a 
matter of course;

Farm and Garden. 


The Garden in August. 
BY EDMUND HERSEY 

If one desires to measure the ability of a 
ganiener there is no better time to visit his 
garden than in the month of August. 
During this month the crops will show 
whether a good selection of varieties has 
been made, also if each variety has been 
fed with the right kinds of fertilizers, and 
if the necessary cultivation has been kept 
up to secure a vigorous growth of plants. 
The weak point with many gardeners is in 
laying aside the hoe when the plants get 
large enough to nearly cover the ground: 
the idea is altogether too prevalent that 
weeds will do no harm to the growing crops 
after they get nearly grown, but this is a 
mistake; weeds ina garden are injurious 
at any time, for wlien the crops do not en- 


tirely cover the ground the open spaces 
will bake so as to injure the crops unless 
stirred often enough to prevent the weeds 
from growing. It is only by keeping the 
surface of the soil loose and light that a 
vigorous growth of plants is kept up. The 
gardener who lets the weeds grow the last 


| partof the summer and the soil bake must 


be content with a smal! harvest of the late 
crops.

In the eastern 
States, in localities near a market, early 
apples pay better than late varieties, as the 
grower has not to compete with the Western 
fruit growers. Early apples, of showy 
kinds, should be carefully selected, and 


sent to market in neat packages. The 
fruit should be matured—i. ¢., fullgrown 
when gathered, but should not have had 
time to mellow. When an apple or pear is 


mature, it readily parts from the tree; 
when lifted to a horizontal position the 


stem of the fruit will break away from 


the twig to which it is attached, leaving a 
clean, well defined scar.—American Agri-

lie is a native of Vermont, born at 
Middleburg, in the year 1824. His father 
was a man of mark, at one time a 
United States Senator. Mr. Phelps isa 
graduate of Middlebury College, after 
leaving which he followed the study of 
law His first practice was in New 
York, from whence he removed, in 1564 
to Burlington, Vermont. Hehas been a 
remarkably successful lawyer, appear- 
ing in the courts of other States than his 
own, and often in the United States Su- 
preme Court. He was President of the 
American Bar Association two consecu- 
tive terms. When he received the ap- 
pointment he ts now filling, Mr. Pheips 
was Kent Professor of Law in Yale Col- 
lege. In this eminent seat of learning he 
not only lectured to the students of the 
Law School, but gave instruction on sub- 
jects of jurisprudence in the theological 
ani academic departments. 

As a member of the Democratic party, 
resident in Vermont, Mr. Phelps had not 
the opportunity of making political dis- 
tinction for himself.

Window Garden—Begin Earty.

| How to Succeed with Fow!ts. 
Success with fowls kept exclusively for 
their eggs is gained only by constant care 
for their cleanliness and comfort. They 
must have a variety of food, a good, large 
run, with opportunity to exercise, or be 
forced to take exercise in scratching for 
their feed, as upon a floor covered with 
chaffed straw. They may be kept safely in 
flocks of seventy to one hundred, but the 
larger the flock the more danger there is 
from disease and from thieves. The free 
use of crude carbolic acid is a great safe- 
guard. It may be applied in sawdust or 
clay, the dry material being moistened by 
the carbolic acid thoroughly stirred into it. 
The less of the carbolic acid that is used 
the better, provided every particle of saw- 
dust or of dry clay has its quota. The dis- 
infectant thus prepared may be used in the 
nests, in the dusting box, upon the floors, 
under the roosts, etc. It is fatal alike to 
parasites and to tendency to disease in most
